Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claim 16 raises new issues. As proposed claim 16 adds steps c and d. These steps are the 
same steps that were set forth in claim 18 in the last amendment; however, claim 18 recited that its two steps were between steps a and b 
of claim 16. The proposed amendment adds these two step to the end of claim 16. The proposed steps c and d would be indefinite if 
entered because they refer to adjusting the pH of a solution that has been evaporated to dryness In step b. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are based on the claims as 
amended. The amendment will not be entered for the reasons discussed; therefore, applicant's arguments are not persuasive.
